To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Milford  Haven  Urban  District  Council. 


Sir  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  pleasure  to  report  upon  matters  affecting  the  public 
health  in  the  district  for  the  year  1956. 


The  total  population  showed  an  increase  of  200  over  the 
preceding  year.  The  present  figure  of  11,980  is  about  1,400  more  than 
in  1947. 


Births  & Birth  Rate 

The  General  Birth  Rate  has  shown  an  increase  over  previous  years, 
and  is  several  points  higher  than  the  National  Birth  Rate. 

Both  the  number  of  Still  Births  and  Illegitimate  Births  -decreased 
over  19 55  > and  both  compare  favourably  with  National  statistics. 

Deaths  & Death  Rates 

The  General  Death  Rate  decreased  over  the  previous  year,  and  is 
only  slightly  above  the  National  Rate.  If  the  deaths  of  Infants  and 
accidental  deaths  had  been  prevented,  the  General  Death  Rate  would  have  been 
well  reduced. 


There  were  six  Accidental  deaths,  all  of  which  probably  were 
preventible.  It  would  seem  desirable  to  set  up  a sub-committee  to  deal  with 
accidents  at  home  and  on  the  roads. 

The  number  of  Infants  Deaths  (12)  was  double  that  of  the  previous 
year.  This  is  a serious  challenge  to  all  concerned  with  Infant  Welfare.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  District  was  twice  as  much  as  the  National  Rate 
in  1956.  The  majority  of  the  Infant  Deaths  took  place  during,  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life.  This  is  the  vital  period. 

For  the  third  successive  year  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number 
of  Cancer  Deaths.  The  Cancer  mortality  rate  for  the  District  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 

Infectious  Diseases 

There  was  no  unusual  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year.  There  has  not  been  a case  of  Diphtheria  notified  for  the  past  eight 
years,  nor  a case  of  Polionyelitis  for  the  past  two  years. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  in  1956.  There  is,  of  course,  a considerable  annual  variation 
in  the  number  of  fresh  cases,  and  the  present  number  (9)  is  only  half  of  the 
incidence  for  1 951  and  1953. 

On  the  other  hand  there  was  only  one  death  during  the  year  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  is  very  satisfactory  as  the  Death  Rate  compares 
favourably  with  the  National  Rate. 
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Non-Pulmonar y Tuberculosis 

There  were  no  cases  and  no  deaths  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
for  the  second  successive  year. 


Housing 

The  post  war  housing  shortage  has  largely  been  overcome.  The 
Council  has  had  a fine  housing  record  during  the  past  ten  years.  There  is  a 
need,  however,  for  a continued  balanced  housing  programme  to  meet  the  normal 
needs,  and  to  cater  for  slum  clearance. 

In  addition,  the  advent  of  industrialisation  in  the  area  will  be 
accompanied  by  extra  housing  needs. 


The  number  of  satisfactory  milk  samples  reached  the  record  figure 
of  97$  during  the  year.  This  reflects  great  credit  upon  all  concerned  in 
the  trade  in  the  district. 


Water  supply  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and 
quantity,  during  the  year. 


Food  Control 

There  was  a considerable  improvement  in  the  standard  of  Ice  Cream 
over  the  preceding  year.  There  is  still  room  for  further  improvement. 


The  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  set  a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  persuade  shops  concerned  to  reach  this  standard. 

Conclusion 

In  the  field  of  vital  statistics  the  District  compared  very 
favourably  with  National  figures.  The  one  exception  was  in  regard  to  Infant 
Deaths.  The  Infant  mortality  rate  fluctuates  considerably  when  dealing  with 
relatively  small  populations.  The  figure  for  1956,  however,  is  much  too  high. 
The  lack  of  hospital  and  specialists  facilities  in  the  District  may  have  some 
relation  to  this  matter. 


In  the  field  of  Environmental  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  there  are  no 
major  public  health  problems  in  the  District.  The  Council  should  not  be  too 
complacent,  however,  in  regard  to  sewage  disposal.  If  the  amount  of  sewage 
is  likely  to  considerably  increase,  it  would  seem  advisable  to  institute 
some  form  of  treatment  before  discharge  into  the  Haven. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  officers, 
for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Clearance  .Area. 

On  Thursday,  7th  June,  1 956,  the  Public  Inquiry  into  the  making  of 
the  Milford  Haven  Urban  (Dartmouth  Street  Clearance  Area)  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order,  1955  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall.  The  owners  objected  to  the  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  on  the  grounds  that  the  houses  were  not  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  the  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  and  the  Council’s  proposals  for  redeveloping  the  area  have 
also  been  approved. 

After  the  tenants  have  been  rehoused,  the  nine  properties  will  be 
demolished  and  ten  one  bedroom  flats,  five  two  bedroom  flats,  one  three 
bedroom  flat  and  ten  three  bedroom  maisonettes  will  be  provided  on  the  site.

Improvement  Grants 

Twenty -five  improvement  grants  were  paid  under  the  Housing  Act,  1 94-9 
(as  amended),  twenty-three  in  respect  of  improvements  to  dwellings,  one 
in  respect  of  the  conversion  of  a stores  to  a maisonette  and  one  in  respect 
of  the  conversion  of  a house  into  two  dwellings. 


Seven  of  the  dwellings  concerned  are  tenanted.  The  remainder  are 
owner  occupied.  Improvements  took  the  form  of  the  provision  of  bathrooms, 
hot  water  systems,  kitchens,  food  stores,  fuel  stores  and  solid  fuel 
appliances. 


Housing  Loans 

Sixty -two  loans  were  granted  under  the  Housing  Act,  19 49  for  house 
purchases  during  the  year  and  one  loan  was  made  for  repairs  and  alterations.

The"* source  of  the  major  water  supply  to  Milford  Haven  is  the 
Prescelly  gathering  ground  in  North  East  Pembrokeshire.  The  water  is  a 
typical  upland  surface  water,  being  soft  and  rather  acid.  It  is  impounde 
in  a reservoir  of  160,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

After  impounding  the  water  passes  through  a modern  filtration  and 
chlorination  plant , The  quality  of  the  water  is  controlled  by  routine 
sampling,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  before  and  after  treatment. 


2.  Thornton  „ , . , _ 

Springs  in  the  Thornton  area  (Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council; 

are  impounded  in  the  three  reservoirs  with  a total  effective  capacity  of 

16,000,000  gallons. 


The  water  gravitates  to  a purification  plant  at  Priory  and  is 
punped  from  here  to  service  reservoirs  at  the  Meads. 

This  water  is  chiefly  used  for  industrial  purposes,  under  drought 
conditions  or  other  failure  of  the  Prescelly  supply.

Mineral  Waters . 

The  one  Mineral  Water  factory  in  the  district  is  known  as  the 
Regent  Mineral  Y/ater  Factory.  It  is  owned  by  Messrs.  W.  L.  Thomas  & Son 
and  is  a corrugated  iron  building  having  a concrete  floor.  Water  is  supplied 
from  the  town  main  and  the  manufacturing  plant  was  supplied  by  Messrs.  Barnett 
and  Foster.  The  filler  and  crowning  machine  used  is  capable  of  dealing 
with  eighty  dozen  bottles  per  hour. 

Five  samples  of  mineral  waters  were  taken,  all  of  which  were 
satisfactory. 
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One  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  in  the  area  and  is  operated  by 
Messrs.  James  Bros,  wholesale  butchers.

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GENERAL  SANITATION 


Refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  private  dwellings  and  business 
premises  within  the  urban  district  and  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Priory  refuse  tip.  Two  harrier  7 cu,  yds,  petrol  engine  refuse 
collection  vehicles  and  one  10  cu,  yds.  Ford  diesel  engine  refuse  collection 
vehicle  are  employed  in  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage. 

One  disturbing  feature  of  the  refuse  collecting  service  is  the 
large  number  of  bins  that  are  put  out  for  emptying  each  week  which  are 
not  provided  with  lids.  In  wet  weather  the  contents  of  the  bins  become 
wet  making  it  difficult  for  the  bin  to  be  completely  emptied  without  the 
inevitable  tapping  which  often  causes  damage  to  the  bin. 

During  the  hot  dry  periods  in  the  summer,  the  absence  of  bin 
lids  encourages  the  feeding  and  sometimes  the  breeding  of  the  house  fly, 
thus  increasing  the  chances  of  an  outbreak  of  the  excremental  diseases. 

Perhaps  some  local  press  publicity  could  be  given  to  this  problem 
in  order  to  bring  home  to  the  general  public  the  need  for  providing  proper 
dustbins  with  tightly  fitting  lids. 


It  is  estimated  that  98*5%  of  the  premises  in  the  urban  area  are 
connected  to  the  public  sewer. 


During  the  year  seven  pail  closets  within  the  area  we re  abolished  and 
replaced  by  water  closets. 

The  present  drainage  system  of  the  town  was  installed  in  1952. 

Sewage  gravitates  to  a storage  chamber  at  Hakin  Point,  and  is  eventually 
discharged,  untreated,  on  the  ebb  tide.  There  are  occasional  complaints 
about  sewage  material  being  washed  up  on  the  beach.

Sewers 

Sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation  in  June  when  396  manholes 
were  "baited,  and  December,  when  180  manholes  were  baited.  Eighty -four 

bodies  were  recovered. 

One  full  time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  to  carry 
out  surveys  and  treatments  for  rodent  infestation.  Poisons  used  are 
arsenious  oxide,  zinc  phosphide  and  warfarin.

The  swimming  pool  which  is  situated  on  the  Rath  is  an  open  air 
pool,  fifty  yards  long  and  ten  yards  wide.  The  diving  bay  is  thirteen 
yards  by  nine  yards.  The  depth  varies  from  2 ’6”  at  the  ends  to 

11 *6"  in  the  middle.  Sea  water  is  pumped  from  the  Haven  to  the  pool 

and  is  treated  by  means  of  a gravity  filter.  The  water  is  then 
chlorinated  by  a Wallace  & Tieman  apparatus,  .5  parts  per  million  of  free 
chlorine  being  available  in  the  water.  The  capacity  of  the  pool  is 
approximately  4-50,000  gallons  and  the  change  over  through  the  filters  is 
26,000  gallons  per  hour.  Adequate  separate  sanitary  accommodation  is 
provided  for  males  and  females.  Cold  showers  and  foot  baths  are  provided. 
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
